The claimed invention 

The present invention relates to a digital video broadcasting 
(DVB) system, especially Service Information data, which is a 
part of DVB bitstreams. A service information table splits 
into several sxib-tables. Each sub-table identifies a certain 
transport stream. There are transport streams, which are 
available at different locations. 

When announcing a transport stream that is available in the 
location (cell), it is checked whether there are any adDacent 
transport streams. If there are any adjacent transport 
streams, the sub-tables of adjacent transport streams have to 
be obtained. Then a mother table is established. The mother 
table maintains the sub-table of the certain transport stream 
and sub-tables of the adjacent transport streams. Optionally, 
if there is no adjacent transport stream, no mother table is 
required. 

The present invention solves the problem that useless and 
unnecessary service information about transpr:.-: streams not 
available at location has to be broadcast^ .;onsequently, 
less bandwidth is required. In addition, the :.vvention solves 
the problem when an End User Terminal, a receiver of the 
transport streams, roams into different cells in the network. 

None of the cited documents solve the above problem and the 
invention defined in claims 1-41 is not disclosed by any of 
these documents. 

The cited prior art does not give any indication that would 
lead a person skilled in the art to the claimed invention. 
Therefore, the claimed invention is not obvious to a person 
skilled in the art. 

Accordingly, the invention defined in claims 1-41 is novel and 
is considered to involve an inventive step. The invention is 
industrially applicable. 
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
